Apply Maxim 025FS as a water-based slurry utilizing standard slurry seed treatment 
equipment which provides uniform seed coverage. Uneven or incomplete seed 
coverage may not give the desired level of disease control. Thoroughly mix the 
specified amount of Maxim 025FS into the required amount of water or liquid inoculant 
for the slurry treater and dilution rate to be used. 
 
Certain crops require addition of inoculants when the seed is treated or planted. Maxim 
025FS is compatible with several liquid inoculant products. Consult the maker of the 
inoculant product and a Syngenta representative for directions before applying Maxim 
025FS with inoculants.
